Mattapoisett Special Town Meeting 
October 24, 2005

A Special Town Meeting for the Town of Matta- 
poisett was convened in the auditorium of Old Rochester 
Regional High School at 7:10 pm by Town Moderator Jack 
Eklund having noted the presence of a quorum of some 
276 voters. 

After a Salute to the Flag and a moment of silence 
for departed Town Meeting members, Mr. Eklund intro- 
duced the town officials present and also went over some 
basic Town Meeting procedures. He also entertained and 
accepted a motion to waive the reading of the articles on 
the warrant and agreed to refer to them only by number 
and title. 

Under a two-part ARTICLE 1, voters were first 
asked to amend the FY 2006 Budget as approved by 
Town Meeting on May 9, 2005, by transferring the sum of 
$45,900 to cover fuel for the Highway Department ($8,000 
gasoline; $2,100 diesel); fuel for the Police Department 
($17,500 gasoline; $3,000 natural gas; $2,500 diesel); fuel 
for the Ambulance ($2,500 diesel); fuel for the Fire Depart- 
ment ($3,300 gasoline / diesel; $2,000 fuel oil); gasoline 
for the Board of Health ($3,000); gasoline for the Natural 
Resources Department ($1,500); and natural gas for the 
Town Hall ($3,000).

"The current system was offered several years ago 
by the state ... which makes us have to do double work 
in many cases," Ms. McCullough said. "Only 30 towns in 
Massachusetts currently still use the state system." 

Article 5 passed unanimously. 

Under ARTICLE 6, voters were asked to appro- 
priate $34,000 to purchase and equip a new vehicle for the 
Water Department.

priate $12,000 to repair the exterior of the Mattapoisett 
Police Station. 

"The repairs involve the gutters, some of the ... 
boards at the top of the building, and the gutters and 
downspouts (which) are no longer connected to the 
building," Police Chief Mary Lyons said. "We don't have 
commercial grade gutters. We want to have those boards 
replaced and covered with aluminum." 

Article 9 carried unanimously. 

ARTICLE 10, which would have asked voters to 
allocate $38,000 to install two traffic signals on Route 6 for 
Old Hammondtown School, was withdrawn from consid- 
eration. 

"(The project) cannot qualify for Chapter 90 state 
reimbursement because the school is not physically lo- 
cated on Route 6," Selectman Andrews explained, adding 
that they are pursuing another avenue to get the traffic 
lights installed.

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The key draw for the evening was clearly Ar- 
ticle 13, which asked voters to approve $1.4 million 

— amended from $1.5 million on Town Meeting floor due 
to a "challenge from an anonymous donor," according 

to Library Trustee Robert Atkinson — for a Proposition 
2-1/2 Debt Exclusion for renovations to and expansion of 
the Mattapoisett Free Public Library. 

"Following the defeat of the library project at the 
polls last June, the decision was to come back to Town 
Meeting in October for two reasons," explained Library 
Trustee Seth Mendell. "First, with the failure of the vote ... 
the town was still faced with a 100-year-old building that 
wasn't (handicap-accessible). Second, we had 60 percent 
of the money in hand — we had $3.1 million in the bank 

— half from state grant, half raised privately." 

Mr. Mendell said the library supporters managed 
to reduce the cost of the project by $300,000. "We made 
cuts that hurt," he said, "and we did some homework that 
we didn't do the first time. The homework I'm talking 
about is we sat down with an architect, with an engineer, 
and with individuals in the building trade." 

Mr. Mendell argued that just to make the current 
library compliant with the federal Americans with Dis- 
abilities Act (ADA), it would cost an estimated $1 mil- 
lion. "We're asking you to vote for $1.4 million and that 
will give us a new building," he said. "To do what I just 
outlined will cost $1 million ... you're looking at 7 cents a 
day to have a new building, handicap-accessible, with all 
deferred maintenance taken care of. On the other hand.

statements by saying how the population of this town has 
grown," countered resident Lois Murray. "What was good 
for 2,000 people several years ago really isn't enough for 
6,000 today. I think those people who use the library really 
see the need." 

Library support Jim Dildine warned that if the 
library is not made ADA-compliant, a single complaint 
filed could force the town's hand. 

"Any person who feels they have been denied 
appropriate access to a public building can fill out a com- 
plaint form and this is sent to the United States Depart- 
ment of Justice and they must follow-up on the com- 
plaint," he said. "They will make inquiries to the town 
and attempt to negotiate solutions. If not, they can file 
with district court to force compliance." 

When asked if the library's operating budget 
took into account the potential for increased staffing and 
utility needs, Mr. Atkinson explained: "We have looked at 
the operating costs (for the library), which are primarily 
gas, electricity, and personnel. The existing energy cost 
is around $7,000 to $8,000 a year. The projected costs are 
around $24,000 a year, which is what you'd expect for a 
new building about three times the size. Frankly, we do 
expect increases." 

After a motion to "move the question" passed via 
majority, 279 to 1, and a second motion to vote via check- 
list (paper ballot) failed to garner the 25 needed votes. 
Article 13 passed via majority vote, 282 to 32. 

Then, library supporter Robert Cattley, who curi-

4-81. 

Voters agreed to table ARTICLE 4, which re- 
quested $162,000 to purchase supplemental equipment for 
the Highway Department. This and subsequent money 
articles would be tabled to make up the $215,571 shortfall 
for ORR which was amended back into the budget imder 
Article 3. 

Likewise, ARTICLE 5 was tabled, curtailing a 
requested $4,750 appropriation to cover accimiulated sick 
leave. 

Under ARTICLE 6, voters passed a $5,500 appro- 
priation to purchase new software for the Tax Collector's 
office. 

Under ARTICLE 7, voters also approved chang- 
ing the town's mileage reimbursement rate from 30 cents 
per mile to 40 cents per mile in keeping with the federal 
Internal Revenue Service (IRS) rate. 

Under ARTICLE 8, voters readily approved a 
matching $4,929 grant to purchase 14 protective vests for 
the Rochester Police Department. 

Under ARTICLE 9, voters also approved a $4,000 
match of a $80,000 Federal Grant to outfit the Rochester 
Fire Department with Self-Contained Breathing Appara- 
tus (SCBA) units. 

Under ARTICLE 10, voters accepted Chapter 41, 
Section 41B of Massachusetts General Laws to authorize 
the Town Treasurer to make direct deposit pa3nnents for 
town employees.

Under ARTICLE 14, voters approved the acquisi- 
tion/gift of open space in the Bogview Estates subdivision 
from Stephen Striar to the Town of Rochester. 

The second half of the warrant dealt mostly with 
Zoning By-Law changes and amendments. To this end. 
Town Meeting voters approved: 

• An Orderly Development section (Section G)

more than 48 per year (ARTICLE 16); 

• Various amendments to the Zoning By-Laws to

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Game Over

A, Z ^jfc fc Doom. Starring The Rock and Karl Urban. 
iLV&ir Directed byAndrzej Bar tkowiak. Running 
time: 100 minutes. MPAA rating: R. 

A truly bold movie adaptation of the first- 
person- shooter videogame Doom would simply 
be an hour and a half of ... well ... first-person 
shooting. The camera would take the point of 
view of an anonymous soldier as he blasts his way through various 
mutants, zombies, and other unfriendly creatures in the catacombs of 
Mars. There is actually an extended sequence like that in the movie, 
tipping its hat to its popular source. It's pretty clever and has a kind 
of trigger-finger wit. Otherwise, Doom the movie is likely to thrill 
only those who have been yearning for a Doom movie. Most others 
will have seen it all before, in superior action-horror films (Aliens, 
Predator) and not-so-superior ones (Resident Evil). 

Scientists on Mars have been diddling around with a 24th chromo- 
some that makes humans superstrong and almost indestructible. The 
process, though, also functions as a sort of moral litmus test: If you're 
predisposed to violence or psychosis, it'll make you a monster So the 
result is a bunch of dead scientists, and a crew of Hollywood-issue 
Marines are shipped off to Mars to investigate. Character subtlety is 
out of the question: the only Marine with a full name is John Grimm 
(Karl Urban), which suits his general mood. The other guys go by 
names like Goat, Duke, Destroyer, and Sarge (The Rock). 

Helmed byAndrzej Bartkowiak, a decent cinematographer (Thir- 
teen Days, The Devil's Advocate) turned schlock director (Cradle 2 
the Grave, Romeo Must Die), the movie streaks by in unscannable 
short bursts of gunfire. Doom is plenty bloody and violent, though 
the hyperactive editors (four are credited) make sure you don't see 
much of the carnage, in effect doing the MPAA's censorious work for 
it. The videogame was (notoriously) much more brutal; the movie is 
suggestively brutal, offering quick glimpses of torn flesh, spattered 
blood. In one memorable bit, a tube of a character's watery brain 
matter is applied to a monster's severed tongue to see if there's a 
reaction. That sentence has possibly never been typed before, and I 
suppose I have Doom to thank for it. 




The Rock continues to pursue his apparent dream of being a stoic 
and colorless action hero, without a trace of the humor he's shown in 
interviews, in supporting roles, or even in his old wrestling persona. 
His one tender moment is played opposite an enormous gun, taking 
trash-movie autoeroticism about as far as it can go. (Regardless, we 
see it fired only twice.) Usually a director would try to cast eccentrics 
around a rock like The Rock, but here we only get Karl Urban, here 
used for his imposing physique and little else. Urban emerges as the 
film's closest thing to a hero, but he's still not very close, playing a 
hard-boiled soldier who goes on the mission mainly to rescue his 
scientist sister (Rosamund Pike, who couldn't act worth a damn in 
Die Another Day and still can't). Only Richard Brake, as the sleazy 
and duplicitous grunt Portman, gives a performance of any interest, 
and even that's on the level of caricature. 

And what exactly did I expect from a movie based on a shoot- 
'em-up videogame? Well, there's no rule that videogame movies have 
to be idiotic; one hears interesting things about Silent Hill, directed by 
Christophe Gans (Brotherhood of the Wolf) and written by Roger Avary 
(The Rules of Attraction). And there's no rule that action-horror flicks 
need be dumb: James Cameron's Aliens remains the gold standard in 
a debased subgenre. Doom, however, proceeds as though those were 
inviolable rules. And except for a moment involving a monkey in 
an airshaft the script is as humorless as The Rock's character Some 
time ago there was a famous Intemet clip of the online game World 
of Warcraft, in which a player loudly proclaiming himself "Leroy 
Jenkins" ran heedlessly into a hazardous level and (hilariously) got 
everyone else killed. Doom could've used a Leroy Jenkins.

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Marion's Ghost Story

I guess there's something inherently foreboding and 
creepy about the tell-tale lighthouses that dot the land- 
scape along the east coast from Maine to Florida. In 
particular, the lighthouses around New England seem 
to stand like silent tombstones jutting up from the rocky 
ledges and beaches, guiding contemporary sailors but 
also beckoning to those maritime memories from the 
past. Even in a modern-day ghost story like The Fog 
— and for my money, I'll stick with director John 
Carpenter 's 1 980 original and not the rehashed remake 
now playing in theaters — a lighthouse becomes a ma- 
jor setpiece which attracts the long-lost spirits from the 
past, effectively supplanting the brooding castle where 
Universal's monsters romped in their heyday. 

So it came as no surprise to me that author Sheryl 
Monks (top right) has gathered some of the more 
compelling "ghost stories" associated with existing 
lighthouses for her Ghostly Lighthouses from Maine 
to Florida (John F. Blair Publishing, $12.95) book. 
Prominent among the fifteen tales contained within 
the 145-page trade paperback is a chapter titled "The 
Curse of the Pirate Lightkeeper," which conveys the 
little-known story surrounding Marion's own Bird 
Island Light. 

According to legend, the first keeper of the Bird 
Island Light in 1 8 1 9 was a man named William Moore, 
who was banished to the remote two-acre island where 
the lighthouse sits after being found guilty of piracy. 
He lived on Bird Island with his wife and supplies were 
ferried over from Sippican Village on a regular basis 
—including tobacco and alcohol, on which his wife 
seemed to thrive. The crotchety old salt thought these 
habits unbecoming to a woman and after she became 
sick with tuberculosis in 1832 he withdrew to the sheds 
of the island, leaving her to die. 

Apparently the woman's will to live was strong, 
however, and she bounced back only to enrage him all 
the more. Frustrated that her wicked ways did not result

in her demise, he finally shot her and informed the vil- 
lagers that she had, in fact, died from consumption. 

But many of those living in Marion (then Sippican) 
who knew Mrs. Moore and her husband's abusive 
tendencies suspected foul play, but by the time they 
reported the suspicious death to the sheriff, Mrs. Moore 
had been buried and William Moore vanished, never to 
return. 

About 50 years later when the original keeper's 
house was torn down in 1 890, a gun was found stashed 
with a bag of tobacco and a letter from Moore, calling 
for a curse upon the villagers who supplied his wife 
with the vice that ultimately killed her. Mr. Moore's 
"curse" is said to have caused subsequent tragedies, 
including the death of light keeper Charles Clark Jr., 
who shot himself while cleaning his gun in 1890; the 
death of keeper Peter Murray's eleven-month-old son 
from pneumonia; and the "Great Hurricane of 1938" 
which destroyed everything on Bird Island save for the 
stone lighthouse structure itself. 

There are even some who claim to have seen Mrs. 
Moore's ghost roam the remote Marion island to this 

day. But I'll leave that for you to decide for yourself.

Superintendent David J. Ferreira of the Old Colony 
Regional Vocational Technical High School Dis- 
trict recently was informed by the Commissioner of 
Education of an upcoming Department of Educa- 
tion Coordinated Program Review visit. The De- 
partment's onsite visit will occur during the week 
of November 28, 2005. Such visits are routinely 
conducted by the Department to satisfy federal and 
state education requirements to review periodically 
specific education programs and services in local 
school districts throughout the Commonwealth. 
The Department is conducting the review of sev- 
eral programs during the single visit, in order to be 
more efficient in the time spent on this mandated 
activity by both Department and school system 
staff and also to make strong connections with the 
programs under Education Reform 
Superintendent Ferreira indicates that the Depart- 
ment's Coordinated Program Review process will 
address the program areas of Special Education, 
Civil Rights, Career & Technical Education, Title 
I and English Learner Education and include a re- 
view of school district program procedures, a study 
of individual student records and an onsite visit by 
a Department of Education Team. The Department 
Team will conduct interviews of district adminis- 
trators, teachers and parents, conduct observations 
of instructional sites and prepare a report for the 
Superintendent and School Committee. 
An Executive Summary and detailed report of 
findings for each program area will describe the 
implementation status of each program require- 
ment reviewed by the Department of Education. 
The findings will note those program standards 
the implementation of which the team found to be 
commendable or substantially implements. Where 
program standards are found not to be fully imple- 
mented, the local district (or charter school) must 
propose to the Department of Education corrective 
actions to bring those areas into compliance with 
the respective statutes or regulations. Districts are 
encouraged to incorporate the corrective action 
activities into their district and school improvement 
plans, including the district professional develop- 
ment plan. The school district may request techni- 
cal assistance from the Department of Education 
in responding to this report. Both the Department's 
report and the school district's response to the 
Department of Education are public information 
and will be availabe to the public upon request. 
Program Review Final Reports are also available 
on the Department's Internet web-site at http:// 
www.doe.mass.edu/pqa/review/cpr/reports/. 
Department of Education Program Review 
procedures provide that any member of the public 
may request to be interviewed by telephone by 
a member of the Department's visiting Team. 
Persons wishing to be interviewed should call the 
Superintendent's Office at 508-763-8011. no later 
than November 1 , 2005 to leave their name and 
phone number or they may call the Department of 
Education at 781-338-3752 (extension # for Onsite 
Chairperson). A member of the visiting Team will 
then contact each person desiring an interview 
within two weeks after the completion of the onsite 
portion of the review. If an individual does no write 
or speak English, is not comfortable communicat- 
ing in English or requires some other accomoda- 



tion, the Department will make arrangements to 
communicate appropriately with the individual. 
Superintendent Ferreira indicated that he is 
confident that the Department's Program Review 
process will be a useful and positive experience 
for all staff in the district and that the report will 
be a useful planning document document for 
continued development of education services for 
all students.
